space ship manually, make scien- 
tific observations and land his 
craft on any spot on earth. 


Titov told the newsmen he re- 


garded his historic flight round 
and round the earth as "some- 
thing natural," that it did not 
seem like anything extraordinary 
because he had trained so thor- 
oughly for it. 


He said his training as a fighter 


pilot had been most important in 
preparing him for his space as- 
signment and that he was morally 
inspired to carry out his task ny 
love of country and the Soviet 
people. 


Going into a detailed account of 


his flight from the moment he 
blasted off at 9 a.m. Aug. 6, Titov 
said that he experienced no ill ef- 
fects from the acceleration forces, 
noise and vibration of the takeoff. 


Once in space, he continued, the 


cabin of his spaceship Vostok II 
was flooded with sunlight and he 
could see the bright, sunlit sur- 
face of the earth and at the same 
time the stars—"clear and bright 
points on a black background." 


Both his instruments and in- 


formation transmitted from earth 
confirmed that he was in the pre- 


uncertainty as to the extent of 
participation by the Western Eu- 
ropean allies in building up mili- 
tary forces under the NATO com- 
mand in Western Europe.

City shall receive therefor and pay 
thereon substantially the same as 
upon 4.25% bonds, payable from 
Ihe revenue's of the Works, and it 
is necessary for the Council to 
establish minimum rates to be 
charged for services furnished by 
said Works:

25% -of the average water bill 


for the months of November, De- 
cember, and January, but not less 
than $1.50 per month. 


All rates are net if paid within 


ten (10) days after date of the 
bill. Bills paid after ten (10) days 
arc subject to an increase of 5%. 


Section 2. Said rale shall never 


lie reduced below an amount suf- 
ficient to provide for the opojfc- 
tion and maintenance of the said 
sewer system and paymenl of prin- 
cipal and interest on the bonds to 
be issued to finance the said con- 
struction. 


Section 3. No free facilities or 


services shall be furnished by the 
sewer system.

shall avail itself of the facilities
